It IIRS accomplished the re- 


clamation of many youthful delinquents, and has ae- 
curccl employment for them, as w"cjl as for other 
needy boys who havo no delinquent record. 
Jt now 


has approximately CO boys under its c:ire, all of 
whom jiro "making good." 
It frequently happens 


that tho boy is without proper clothing for a prc- 
scntablo appearance when socking employment. Tho 
lodgo thon furnishes him with tho necessary articles, 
so that his personal appearance may not militate 
against him.

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L IONIC DAT at tho University Farm at 


Davis has earned a place, in the hearts 
of the people of California, It Is the 
great spring festival day o£ Northern 
and Central California, and takes the 
place of the spring festivals and pa- 


01? ttio Middle "West. It is the iarmcr'a "get- 


together day," whan he uud his family and neigh- 
bors drop work for awhile and with the overbur- 
dened, lunchbox on the back seat journey forth to bo 
entertained by the students o£ the Farm School— 
the farmers of tomorrow. 


The picnic was originally just a gathering of the. 


friends of the University Farm, for luncheon to- 
gether under the trees, where they might duscuss 
the problems to be met and note the progress that 
bad been. made. The first picnic was held In 1909, 
three years after the purchase of the farm and be- 
fore any instruction was given. Dr. E, J. Wickson, 
then dean of the College of Agriculture, made the 
principal speech and discussed ways and means of 
building up a farm school that would be worthy of 
the prosperlus valley in which it was located. About 
BO00 people attended the picnlo and were well satis- 
fied with the start that had been made. 


School instruction started the following fall, but 


lack of equipment and other hinderances made pro- 
gress at first very sloV. The two succeeding picnics 
which were held regularly each spring were, not 
successful, duo principally to the fact that the farm 
had little to show and had not leared how to show 
even that to advantage. The attendance at tho pic- 
nics dropped, and in 1911 only about 1500 took the 
trouble to be present. By this time, however, the 
barns were being constructed, animals were being 
purchased and experiments were getting1 under way. 
The farm was beginning to get into its stride and 
the attendance at the 1912 and 1913 picnics showed 
a steady Increase. 


In the spring- of 1913, Prof. H. E. Van Norman 


became dean of the farm school. Dean Van Norman 
noticed that most of the management of the picnic 
was being done by the faculty, and that the students, 
who were by this time quite numerous, had little, to 
do with the event. The educational value of the 
management of such an. undertaking was realized, 
and the students were asked to take charge of the 
arrangements under the supervision of a faculty ad-

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parties not familiar with tho farm. Thp athletic 
o-'ints are arranged for by another committee, an- 
other arranges the stock judging contests and an- 
other supplies refreshments for thoso who <lo not 
bring their lunches. The duneo and entertainment 
features are arranged by different committees, tho 
parade Is supervised by another and tho publicity 
committee keens tho public informed ns to tho date 
and main features. 


Tho students choose tho committee, on which they 


wish to work and thoso having1 no preference aro 
assigned 
so that every 
student works 
and nil 


branches aro looked after. Tho value of tho training 
given to tho students In planning and executing: an 
event of this nature can hardly bo over-estimated. 
Training oC this sort Is training In community serv- 
ice and should have a part In every agricultural 
graduate's education. 


During most of tho day several activities aro In 


progress. This facilitates handling1 tho crowd and 
allows a choice as to what to see. Kxhlbits and 
demonstrations by tho different divisions aro proo- 


iOxpprts from tho Extension Division of the unlver- 
oily aro present to give practical advico and answer 
sueatloiiH.

The students responded whole- 
heartedly and worked, energetically with a most suc- 
cessful picnic day as the result 


STUDENTS IN CHARGE. 


Since 1914 the students have had almost complete 


charge of the preparation for and handling- of the 
crowds that have visited the farm yearly. The fac- 


. ulty advisory committee has the power to veto any 


suggestions or plans, but so far has had little occa- 
sion to use Its power. Under this sj'stem demonstra- 
tions have been developed, entertainment elaborated 
and a significance given, which makes the picnic one 
of tho biggest agricultural events In California, Last 
year 16,000 people visited the farm on Picnic Day 
and 2800 automobiles were accommodated. Governor 
Johnson was the principal speaker and demonstra- 
tions and entertainment were in progress during the 
entire day. This year the date has been set for April 
2S, and it Is expected that a still greater success will 
be the result. 


The success of Picnic Day docs not lie alone in the 


size of the crowd accommodated. Tho object of the 
day is to get the people of California' interested In 
their farm and Its activities. The first duty of the 
farm, Its school and its experiment station is service 
to the public. The public must know what the farm 
has to offer and what benefits can bo derived from 
It. This knowledge is best obtained by a visit to 
the farm In person, and only if a large number of 
people and especially farmers aro convinced that 
the work being undertaken by the school and ex- 
periment station is worth while and of benefit to 
them personally, is tho effort worth while. 


Besides this, there Is the pleasure side. Picnic 


Day Is a day when the whole family can be out to- 
gether and each member can find something of 
special Interest. 


In order that each student may have a share in 


ttio work to be done, It Is systematically divided be- 
tween committees. A. general chairman is chosen by 
the representatives of the student body, together 
with the faculty advisory committee, whose duty It 
Is to exercise general supervision over all the work. 
Tho general- chairman then helps the samo group to 
select nine men to form the central committee. Kach 
of the nine men Is chairman of n committee which 


Irh'andles one branch of tho work.

tically continuous. All tho barns and fields are open 
to inspection and sign locate things of interest and 
particular experiments. 


The dairy industry may bo traced from the fields 


where tho feed is grown to the dairy barns where It 
Is fed and the cows aro milked with milking ma- 
chines. The tests and records may be observed and 
tho milk may bo followed to the creamery whero It 
Is bottled or made. Into butter or cheese. Hesults of 
hog feeding experiments may bo seen at tho hog 
barns and many breeds of sheep at tho sheep barns. 
Tho right way to plant a kitchen garden may be 
learned at tho olericulture gardens, and the proper 
feeds for and methods of handling chickens may bo 
seen at tho poutry plant. 


For tho women, lectures, motion pictures and 


demonstrations in household science are provided. 


bolizos somo phase of the -work. Artistic and deco- 
rative floats compete for prizes and humorou* flcatg 
depict some phase of campus life or activity. 


Tho speeches of this day are made by prominent 


Callfornlans and officers of tho university. Tho gt*r- 
ernor is usually the chief speaker. 


If Picnic Day gives people a chance to become 


acquainted at first hand with the University Farm, 
shows them tho advantages to be derived from the 
experiment station work and gives them an enjoy- 
able day in the country; if it gives hundreds of stu- 
dents practice and experience in organization, team- 
work, leadership arid public service, it serves its pur- 
pose well. Picnic Day Is doing more than that. 
It 


is helping to raiso the plane of the. practice of asm- 
culture in this State. Its success Is tho proof that 
farmers arc able to do big things In a big way. 


Articles on old Oakland, published from time to 


time In the Sunday Magazine of The TRIBUNE, 
have brought letters from residents who remember 
the days and scenes described.

And this Is official, for the Slate places the control 
or all work for the eradication of the- white plnr-U" 
under Die Uurcnu of Tuberculous of Clio State Hoard 
of Health, of which bureau Miss Tutt: is the ho:ul. 


There Is a State law,-passed in 1015. which pr>- 


vfdes that where a county or group of counties, w i l l 
provide a hospital, or even a ward, for the care of 
tuberculosis patients, that the Slatr- will assume th« 
care of those patients to the extent of $3 a week per 
patient. 
There are today |n the fouiiiy infirmim 


about 300 patients afflicted with this disease, iinU 


with improper facilities for their caro. There is no 
other public Institution In the county where, theao 
indigent eases can bo cared for, and almost no 
private Institution where even private and 
"pay" 


eases will bo handled. It seems as If tho "white

OOUXTV TAKES JJEAD. 


Tho Alameda County Supervisors took the lend in 


a movement, which has been given the sanction by 
all St;jto officials, for thu care and curbing of (his 
disease, and tho leader in the movement wus Super- 
visor P. J. Murphy, chairman of tho board. Chair- 
man Murphy believed that there should be a place 
somewhere in this county 
where all tuberculosis 


cases rould bo handled and treated, and that if pri- 
va!<> funds did not supply the want tlio public must. 
Chairman Murphy also believed that the foothills of 
the Uvvrmorc valley afforded tho best climnt,. and 
the hf.st nurrouiidins.s possible! for the treatment of 
the "white plajjuc." 


In both of these opinions Mr. Murphy was sup- 


ported by the other members of the board and by 
the r.ffuMnl.s of tho State JTJonrd of [fcnlth. 


The result was the purchase by the supervisors 


of u tract of sixty acres in the foothills south of 
l.M-ormorp and about six miles out of that town. Tho 
l>!noe had been the summer home of Charles T. Ro- 


• lolph of the Union Savings llnnk, and was highly 
improved, with a large house, acres of fruit trees, 
springs of pure water and everything that was need- 
ed. Over $30,000 hnrt been spent at different times 
iitU'WJntr thr. place, and the purchase was mn.do 
for $1)000. The altc was first inspected by Miss Tato 


and other State officials and pronounced perfect. 


Plans for the building were drawn by Henry H. 


Beyers, and theso wero also suhmiUcd to the State 
officials for approval.

of buildings, consisting of dormitories, service build- 
ing-, hospital, laboratories and the like, wns let to 
AVilliam a. Thornally of Kast Oakland, the contract 
calling for slightly more than $100,000. Construction 
is well under way. The dormitories are up and prac- 
tically completed. The other buildings are up and 
roofed, with tho exception of the service building, 
the foundations of which went four feet into the 
ground. 
Hauling wns somewhat difficult, but tho 


work ha.s been rapid and a very few months will seo 
the new institution completed and occupied. 


Moth site and construction hiivo been inspected by 


tl^e State officials, and they are unanimous In their 
praise of the work. 


The new institution will open with about 100 pa- 


tients that will be transferred from the infirmary 
near San Kenmlro. thus relieving that institution ond 
mnltlng it what it was originally intended to be—o. 
eounty poor farm. The income from the State for 
tho support of these patients will practically pay for 
their suport and Ire.-itment at tho new Mvermorc 
institution, nnd lonve Alnmeda county with only the 
initial Investment and the advertising that comes 
from being the foremost county in this work in the 
State. 


This will also be a tremendous advertisement for v 


the climatic conditions in the Llvermoro valley.

hemstitching. Cheap and showy lace edging on such 
scarves and covers is in the worst possible taste and 
too often shames really good mahogany by its pres- 
ence in a dining-room which should not tolerato 
such lace trimming. Filet lace is very fashionable 
for dining-room use just now, as it is for bedspreads, 
curtains, and even for collars and blouses; but a tiny 
insertion of handsome filet will be in far better taste 
than a broad strip of sleezy Imitation. A very good- 
looking scarf for the sideboard may be made at home 
for much less than one would have to pay for tho 
same sort of scarf all made up In the shops. Always 
buy good linen for dining-room use, it not only looks 
better at the beginning but will continue to look well 
through a long period of use.

In California, much has been written. But most of 


; *'-*lat haa D°en produced has consisted ,of chronicle* 


of the deeds of the Fathers, polemic discussions by 


, sectarian partisans, or sentimental effusions with 
. literary, edifying, or financial intent. They deal with 


the heroic exploits of Individuals, with mooted quos- 


• lions of belief and practice, or with tho romanco 


that hovers round tho hallowed mission ruins. 
| ; All this is well but It Is none tho IOSH true that 


little has been said of the missions in their relation 
.to the general Spanish colonial policy, of which thoy 
were an integral and an important part. Father 


. Englehardt's learned books arc a uotnblo oxceptlon, 


but hlg view is confined closely to California, whoreaa 
tho/mlasion, In the Spanish colonies, was an almost 
universal establishment. 
, One of the marvels in the history of tho modern 
world is tho way in which that liHlo Iberian nation, 
Spain, when, most of her blood and treasure wore 
absorbed In European wars, with a handful of men 
:t.6ok possession oi; aho Caribbean Archipelago, and 
by rapid yet steady advance, lasting to 'the end of 
the 'eighteenth century, spread her rule, her religion, 
her law. and her language over two-thirds of tho 
iwo American continents, where they still aro dom- 
inant and still arc secure—In South America. Central 
America and a largo portion of North America—for 
some fifty million 
people In 
America today are 


tinged with Spanish blood, atill speak tho Spanish 


. .language, still worship at the nltar set up by the 


Catholic kings, still live under laws essentially Spnnr 
Ish and still possess a culture largely inherited from 


a. Spain which at tho time of this great exploit had 
'less than five million inhabitants. 


These results aro an Index of tho vigor and virility 


of Spain's frontier forces; they should give pause 
to. those who epenk glibly of Spain's failure as a 
colonizing nation; and thoy suggest tho impm-lanco 
of a thoughtful study of SjiaJn'H frontier institution 
and methods. F. J. Turner has devoted his life to 
the study of the Anglo-American frontier, and rich 
has been his reward, and groat tho fruit of his 
labors. Scarcely less important in the history of tho 
Western world than the advance of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican frontier was that of thi- Spanish outposts. And 
for him who interprets, with Turner's insight, tho 
methods and significance of the Spanish-American 
frontier, there uwait rewards as rich a.s those reaped 
by Turner. 


"Whoever essays this task must ^ive close atten- 


tion to the missions, for in the- Spanish systcrti they 
constituted a primary frontier agency, with great 


pc'iilic.-U, us well as relious signllicauco. By their 
very nature tlic missions wtro frontier Institutions. 
As frontier agencies they were designed to introduce 
the Faiih among the heathen. 
Having done this 


they were expected to move on to now frontiers. Jii 
the theory of the law. within ton years each mission 
must be turned uvc: to the .-.ocular clergy, but among 
the more savage tribes, like those in California, a 
longer period of tutelage was always fmmd nece:i- 
aary.

., ..-was aome immediate political end to be gained. A3 
^'rylewcd by tho government, the work of the mlssion- 
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trial^school, conducted on principles adopted by the 
United States Government three centuries after they 
were intVoduced into the Southwest by the Span- 
iards. 'At each mission there were weaving rooms, 
blacksmith ^slipp, tannery, wine press and ware- 
houses; there were irrigating ditches, vegetable gar- 
dens and grain fields; and on the ranges roamed 
thousands of horses, cattle, hogs, sheep and goats. 
Training in the; case of these things not only made 
the neophytes self-supporting, but afforded the dis- 
cipline necessary for the rudiments of civilized life. 


The missions were provided a school of self-gov- 


ernment'for the natives. The Indians of each mis- 
sion were organized into a pueblo,, modelled upon 
the Spanish, town, . with native civil and military 
officers. 
Among Indians of a low. order, as in Cali- 


fornia, this form of self-government was scarcely 
applicable, but elsewhere, as in New Mexico, it was 
well established, and'has left a distinct impress, 
even to this .day. 
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aid in c.viendlng, lioldlng and civilizing the frontier. 
By going among the outlying tribes the missionaries 
woro often the most useful of diplomatic gents. By 
gaining sway ovor their neophytes they counteracted 
^c 


foreign influence among them, deterred them from 
Invading the interior yettlements, and secured their 
aid In holding back more distant tribes. 


But Spanish policy looked to tho civilizing of the 


Indian, as well as to the holding of the frontier, and 
the sovereigns saw in tho missionaries tho best pos- 
sihlo ntd in this task. 


Discipline! and tho elements of civilization were 


Imparted nt the missions through religious instruc- 
tion, through industrial routine, and among tho more 
advanced natives, even through instruction In arts 
and letters. Religious Instruction in practice was 
usually given In tho Spanish language, and this 
nlone became, nn important factor in tho transmis- 
sion of Spanish ideas arid culture.

to assist in dealing with this group.

Dr. Martin, at 05, is a pioneer in a 


•till less explored territory thun tho 
psychopathic hospital. Sho refuses to 
attempt mental healing of a sick body, 
but sho re-oflucates minds so that tho 
constructive elements may ovorcomo 
the destructive. Hundreds of cheap 
fakirs have advertised thnt thoy will 
teach "how to control, how to develop 
magnetism, how to grow a powerful 
win." Prophets have built religions 
• round the power of tho mind. But 
when a scientist of eminence is ready 
to patiently assist people in overcom- 
ing bad habits and to whip their 
faltering wills into line, there Is hopo 
for a largo class who can bo reached 
In no other way. 


But not .only are tho mentally sick 


to jfain by this applied psychology. It 
is equally at the service of tho Indi- 
vidual who wishes to cultivate greater 
concentration 
and 
memory-—those 


wings of tho mind—to rid hlmsolf of 
habits destructive to his success that 
are gradually chaining him down. Not 
faddists Interested in their egos, but 
business men alert to increase their 
efficiency, have been tho first to de- 
mand "mental hygiene" advice. This 
i« not so strange when you reflect that 
insurance companies train their so- 
licitors to certain attitudes of mind 
and that salesmen are today drilled in 
the "psychology" of selling. 


In this State, which we love to re- 


gard as a spontaneous, abandoned 
region controlled by magnificent tra- 
ditions of unthinking living, there is n 
tremendous Interest in this movement 
to make use of the "enormous force 
that Is going to wnsto" in our heads.

She Is small and white-haired and 


quiet—this remarkable woman upon 
whom the University of Gottlngen con- 
ferrod the degree of Bonn in 11)13, an 
honor rarely, if ever, granted Amer- 
icans, and but seldom given a Ger- 
man. 
Her ultimate end is to teach 


people "the psychological laws of their 
own beings" that they may "Increase 
their efficiency and happiness,' but 


i «he Is very modest both about that 
mud about the brilliant record she has 
achieved. The list is rather appalling, 
bejfinning: with her graduation from 
V<ts«ar College in 1880 and stretching 
somewhere into the future—-for she 
is now in the middle of her most 
interesting: experiment. 


Once Dr. Martin taught science in 


the Indianapolis High School, and 
later, before she joined the faculty 
of Stanford University, nho became 
the vice-principal and head of tho de- 
partment of science1 at San Fran- 
cisco's Girls' Hlph School. She Sa a 
fellow of tho Association for tho Ad- 
vancement of Science, a member of 
the American Psychological Associa- 
tion and of tho Sigma XI, as well as 
of the Kongreas fur Experlmentolle 
Psychologic, and other organizations 
devoted to science. Last winter she 
went to New York to give her retiring 
address as vice-president of Section II 
of the American Association for tho 


^Advancement of Science.

Perhaps you have been mado ill nt 


some time* in your life by green pep- 
pers, and over after tho very odor of 
a pepper starts a chaos of "torturing 
sensations in your interior. Never- 
theless, when ever an acquaintance 
wlshi-a to do you honor she gives you 
a dinner of which tho very sou! Is tho 
pepper. There are trtuffod 
peppers 


and peppers with the salad, pepper 
seeds in tho soup and wherever else 
they can bo so artfully Inserted that 
you cannot surreptitiously dig them 
out. The sight of the wretched vege- 
table makes you shiver — yet you know 
that this Is merely a ridiculous but 
very real manifestation of tho power 
of Imagination over the flesh. 


Probably nn eminent psychologist 


would not bother with such trivial 
mental 
misbehavior — she la giving 


horsclf to vanquishing auch bugaboos 
as the terror of throwing oneself out 
of the window, the persistent idea 
that InaajiUy if waiting around the 


way." Dr. Martin looks through her 
spectacles with an abstract but en- 
tirely human look that might belong 
to some delightful character created 
by that gentle French artist, Anatolo 
Franco. 
"Ono has to beain in a 


modest way, realizing that long after 
one Is dead tho work will go on grow- 
ing Just as the science of medicine 
has grown. 


"Everyone of us fe-els that ho can 


make himself more efficient, perhaps 
morn creative. Ono of the Interesting 
cases I have is that of a successful 
business man. 
This man makes a 


number of thousands a year, yot ho 
tells mo ho Is only one-third efficient. 
He Is determined to raise this per- 
centage and he comes hero regularly. 
In that kind of work there are un- 
limited possibilities. 


"Then there are tho peoplo who 


fancy themselves afflicted by diseases 
when in reality they have nothing 
whatever the matter with them ex- 
cept in their minds. Tako the per- 
fectly well man who is haunted with 
the idea that ho bus several diseases. 
Ho goes, from doctor to doctor and 
each ono tolls him he- is really well, 
but all they sny makes no impression 
on his belief that he is sick. Now 
that man is afraid of certain dis- 
eases, and the way to euro this fixed 
Idea of hig is to remove tho fear. 


"This typo of imaginary Invalid is 


familiar to everyone's experience and 
to tho stage ns well—you remembor 
the fair tyrant of 'Tho Mollusc,' who 
uses a fancied Illness to make slaves 
of her husband nnd tho children's 
governess? Usually it Is a woman with 
timo to indulgo in 'organ recitals' and 
to become fnaciihited by tho idea' of 
some physical affliction.

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WHAT IS BEHIND THE UPHEAVAL 
IN FEDERAL REVENUE OFFICE? 


DEFICIT AND WAR MAY PREVENT 
FURTHER SYMPHONY CONCERTS^ 


AX FH AX CISCO, April 21.— 
Throe weeks ago there appeared 
mi account of thefts from ihe 
office of the Internal Revenue 
Collector of many income; tax 
records. 
Thin was promptly 


denied, mid the denial 
was 


largely accepted because it was 
not apparent what value such 
records could have for i\ thief 
or burglar.

inferred I lint nothing of (lie na- 


ture hud happened; 1ml disclosures last Tuesday 
showed Mint there had been a considerable t h e f t , (hough 
not exactly of the character first set forth. Some §12000 
in money, $8300 in revenue stamps and records in the. 
ease of former Revenue Agent Thomas are missing. As 
a consequence Collector Scott stands suspended. Col- 
lector Scott has had a .somi.'wluit .stormy time of it 
since his accession to a federal job. At once be re- 
sented the habit of dumping upon his office the politi- 
cal beneficiaries of the several "lenders." It M'cnt so 
far that he openly rebelled and tendered his resigna- 
tion. 
Having shown unusual competency his resigna- 


tion was not accepted and he was summoned lo Wash- 
ington. There it is generally understood Dial lie made 
n bit with Secretary MeAdoo, for his resignation was 
withdrawn and be returned with what might; be termed 
flying colors. He was ifo longer subject to any politi- 
cal dominance here. Ife seemed lo be basking in favor 
beyond any of the others in the federal brigade, when 
this happened. The internal revenue, office has been a 
most particular job since the changes in (he laws— 
notnbly in those concerning the income"lax. It has 
been generally accepted that Scott has proved himself 
signally equal to the work. . There is surprise' and 
mystification about this later development. It seems 
that, former Internal Revenue Agent B. A. Thomas 
had been charged by Scott ^vith delinquencies. The 
collector, after long continued effort, succeeded in get- 
ting him indicted. Thomas was one of'the office in- 
heritances, and there appears to have been an enmity 
between them. Thomas some time ago resigned, but is 
nt once thought of in connection with this 
affair 


through the fact thai:' vital papers concerning the 
charges against'him were a part of the loot taken, froln 
the 
office.

Complicated Troubles 


Those around the custom house familiar with the 


• personnel tell about Thomas and the trouble he »{* 


pcarcdjever to be the center of. Hu came to San Fran- 
cisco years ago as a special agent of the internal rove-' 
iiue department. Somehow he seemed lo be always in 
hot water, or to keep others there. His lease of official 
life was remarkable and unaccountable. He held on 
through different administrations till Scott took the 
relus. Then there was more acute trouble than ever. 
The outcome was that he was removed, but it was not 
until Borne time after that his indictment was secured. 
Iii the proceedings against him Scott continued active, 
and claims that that is the cause of trouble which has 
resulted in his suspension. But that does not quite 
explain how the former official could .encompass all 
'that is charged. Others who seem to he. finding their 
opportunity are the considerable contingent which 
have run afoul of the internal revenue laws. The 
Nevins are of this class. It will be remembered that 
this firm was-in deep trouble for various things, and 
tried to compromise it by the payment of $10,000. Scott 
opposed this, and they bad to settle for a larger'sum. 


' Other firms of which there has been no publicity were 


rather summarily handled by the collector and are 
sore, and have,'joined in the common cause against 
him; and many who have not been outside the pale, but 
have had experience with the office in the adjustment • 
of various tax assessments, seem to have accumulated 
grouches that are now coming out. So that there is 
quite a conspicuous lack of sympathy for the collector, 
affording him.the opportunity to say that's what's the 
matter. 
In the language of one who is conversant 


with the situation, Scott is immensely competent, but 
not tactful. It is claimed that as to Thomas, the col- 
lector .should have finished with and forgotten him as 
soon as the official was displaced, but that be kept 
up the scrap.

Normal School Project

some ten acres of ground for n normal school that had 
outgrown its present quarters.

Uni he who was governor 


at that time gave way and went out of the State 
to another sphere.

Support fell away from it. 


Factional opposition gained headway. The war was 
ou. One thing after another seemed to intervene. 
Perhaps the greatest opposition came from a coterie of 
Senators who got into the attitude of swatting every- 
'thing that San Francisco wanted. 
Southern Senators 


except one from Los Angeles and those'from San Diego 
showed up in opposition to this bill. This has been a 
Legislature of disappointments in several directions. 
'Xothing seemed in ore corrain than the passage of the 
,R6minger bill for a considerable time after it was on 


its way. Yet somehow the reverse lever was thrown 
and it went down to defeat. 
The success of measures > 


has been rendered uncertain by the sudden change in 
administration control, for one thing, and in the war 
emergency for another. Some measures have suffered

The Mystery of Oxman 


Witness Oxman has been the most discussed' man 


during the week in the whole city. The,public is all- 
ot sea as to whether hcjs performing straight or 
whether the testimony he gave in the Mooney case, and 
which resulted in conviction, is devious. If it is not 
straightforward it is certainly unexplainable, -for he 
could have no object in butting into such a situation 
in such a manner. Oxman is a substantial cattleman 
in Washington, rich and. entirely trustworthy-where 
he lias been known for the most of his mature life. 
II. J. Jastrow of Bnkevsfield, known all over the state 
as a business man and politician, and'over the West 
as a stockman, being president of the Cattleman's As- 
sociation of the United States, says that Oxman is 
good for §100,000 any day. His whole action as a wit- 
ness was characterized by apparent straightforward- 
ness. He is not an educated man, and it is thought 
that possibly the snarl resulting from'the letters he 
wrote to Kigali may be due to meaning one thing and 
expressing it so indifferently that it has appeared to 
mean another; but that is n,pt an entirely satisfactory 
explanation. , Wlylc there is no apparent reason1 for 
Oxman to play the part of Mr. Hyde in this trial and 
Dr. Jekyl before his neighbors and the general public, 
there may be reason for the effort to impeach him and 
make it. appear that his testimony is a part of a frame- 
up. This is^not a good time to.go to trial on charges 
of dynamiting. Just now the public is very certain-to 
be less lenient to those brought to trial for such an 
offense than it would be in norinai times. Hence, it 
may be, nn effort to get such trials postponed, and to 
cast suspicion on convictions already had. In this con- 
nection there has been almost a continual struggle be- 
tween the radicals and conservatives'in labor organiza- 
tions over the bomb trials. Probably in every union 
the effort has been made, to pass resolutions favorable 
to the accused, and in most instances to induce money 
appropriations'for their defense. In a few instances 
the effort has succeeded as to the resolutions; but so 
lar as particulars have been published, no.money has 
been donated. A particularly bitter controversy took 
place in the Labor Council over this line of action. • 
The Terry-Broderick Duel 


The Terry-Broderick duel has been" recently recalled 


because of the action of the California Landmarks 
League in.going to such pains to first identify the 
exact spot on which the encounter took place, and then 
permanently marking.it as of historic interest. The 
occasion has caused much to he written and repub- 
lislied o f M h e celebrated affair.' The story has been 
told over again, with variations of the secondary trag: 


edy in which the survivor of the famous meeting at 
Lake .Merced lost his life—how Terry was, shot down 
at Lalhrop as he and Justice Field of the United States 
Supreme Court converged at'a railway eating house. 
I I is common hixtory that Terry approached Justice 
Field and either struck him or threatened it, when be 
was shot by David ^agle. Nagle had been',retained 
by Field as a bodyguard. He was hired to-shoot in an 
emergency, and the emergency arose. All of this has 
been recounted, but I have not seen any account what- 
ever as to the ultimate of Nagle. The references to him 
appear to carry the idea that he, has passed over. But 
this is erroneous. Kagle is around still. Almost every 
day be may be seen around the .Palace hotel lobby, 
where he affects the companionship of mining men. He 
is himself interested in mining, having a property in 
Amador tfuU he is trying to get developed. The fatal 
affray at Lalhrop occurred a quarter of a century ago. 
It was a strange sequel to that other tragedy thai: is 
such a striking incident in I he. history of this state. Of 
course, it is remembered that the causes of the two 
tragedies had no connection. The duel was an incident 
of an ante-bellum political .struggle. The shooting of 
Terry resulted from a personal feud. 
This started 


from' the action of Justice Field in sentencing Terry 
to imprisonment for contempt. Terry was a passion- 
ale giant who assumed to be a law unto himself. The. 
action of Justice Field precipitated a violent scene in 
court, in which it required several men to overpower 
the enraged Terry. From this and from'thc nature of 
Terry it was understood by both Justice Field and bis 
bodyguard that instant action was likely if a conjunc- 
tion of the parties to the feud ever occurred. 
Xaglo 


was promptly on the job when the time came. It was 
not a. wholly satisfactory finale that no legal action 
was ever taken as to this' tragedy. 
Weinstock's Victory 


There is quite a disposition to doff hats to Colonel 


Weinstoek. 
Which does not necessarily mean that

The Public ^Domain 


Secretary 'Lane's statement as to the vast public 


domain that is awaiting the husbandman raiid herds- 
man to come and make productive makes \intcresting 
the general subject of public lands. There are public 
lands open to entry in'twenty-five States, a total of 
254,945,580 acres, according to the latest figures of the 
'Federal Land Office. In California there are 20,025,- 
009 acres. In the San Erancisco'land district'there are 
1,307,300 acres, 54,212 of Avhich are unsurveyed, how- 
ever. The San Francisco district embraces Alameda, 
Contra Costa, Lake, Mendocino, Monterey, isTapa, San 
Benito, Santa Clara, Solano and Sonoma, and in part 
Colnsa, .Fresno, Glenn, Kern,, Kings, Merced, , San 
Joaqnin, Santa Barbara, Stanislaus and Yolo. There 
arc 2774 acres in Alnmeda coimty-,aiul 1417 in Contra 
Costa, though none in Marin or San Mateo. . There are 
seven land offices 'in the State, located at San Fran- 
cisco, Sacramento, Los Angeles, Eureka, Visalia, Inde- 
pendence and Susahville. There are 55,375,077 acres 
of public lands in 2STevada, 15,337,809 acres in Oregon, 
1,132,571 ^Washington, 23,597,219 in; Arizona, 32^968,- 
837 in Utah, 14,908,127 in Colorado, 16,649,7.25 in Mon- 
tana, 15,510,56'! in Idaho, "•which constitutes tlie bulk . 
of the public domain. Its great body is in the West, . 
but it is interesting that there are public lands in 
Florida, 135,237 acres; 90,540.in Michigan, 30,374 in . 
Mississippi, 952 in Missouri, 
402,219 
in Arkansas, 


44.804 in Louisiana and 5S72 in Wisconsin. More than 
"all the public domain in all the States is that of Alaska, 
378,105,700 acres, of which about 15,000,000 acres are . 
reserved, but of which, only about 740,000 acres have 
, 


been surveyed. The Alaskan'empire is 'not'therefore ' 
available to the homesteader. While'these figures are 
impressive in areas, they do not mean much in connec- 
tion Avith increased production of food. In the land 
hunger that has prevailed for more than a quarter of a 
century all the land would have been taken long ago 
had it been worth taking. It represents in almost its 
'entirety the uudesired residue. It has,been picked and 
sorted over for half a, century, the best always taken, 
until now what remains, vast as it is in acreage, is of 
no present value f tjr agricultural purposes.

In a bulletin just issued by tint bureau of plant 


industry 
()f Ihe i)<'parlmcnf of Agriculture, con- 


siderable attention is (riven <0 the co<tou-j<rowin" 
industry in California. 
This new notice is ex- 


plained as the result of (lie recent heavy importa- 
tion of Egypt inn cotton. All previous records were 
exceeded in 1010, \vi(h the imports of cotton 
amounting to yfiO,000 bales, valued at more than 
§35,000,000. 


"The need of supplementing our importations of 


Egyptian cotton," sny.s the report, "by domestic 
production has recently been very acute, nml the 
high prices thnt are now being pnid are nttrncting 
public attention to the possibilities of cotton grow- 
ing in California." 
•/ 


Practically nil the cotton produced in California 


during Ihe last five or six years has come out of the 
Impel-in! Valley. Here flic production of Durango 
cotton with conspicuous success 1ms served to 
stimulate the planting of this variety in several 
eastern districts. 
Thu bulletin points'out that the 


conditions of soil, climate and water supply in Cali- 
fornia are so different as to give the lint distinctive 
.qualifies and there is less danger of the annual 
fJtictuntious in yield and quality of fibre thnt have 
made it unsafe for manufacturers to rely upon east- 
ern^ varieties. The possibility that production might 
be increased more rapidly than the demand must 


. be recognised. But it does not appear to be a pros- 


cut danger, in view of the special scarcity and high 
prices of Egyptian cotton. 


But Imperial Valley is not the only district in 


which cotton may be grown, ns the following quo- 
tation from the Department of Agriculture bulletin 
shows: 


:; "In: the Sau Joaquin valley, cotton growiu"- can 
hjmlly be considered as a new industry bnt nither 
a« a return to a beginning that was made in the 
early days of the agricultural history 01 the State 
in the middle of the last century, nnd maintained 
through the period of the Civil war nnd beyond 
The ninth census, thnt for 1870, notes the produc- 
tion of thirty-four bales of cotton in San Diego 
county, but it is known that, larger acreages o 
cotton were being planted in the San Joaquiu ynl 
ley during this period. 


. "In the report of the tenth census, that for 1880 


published in 1SS-1, California was included with the 


roduc

county, the lack of more complete statistics bein^ 
explained by a note saying thnt '<hc enmneralioi. 
schedules sent to this State did not include, cotton. 


"In the general discussion of the conditions and 


prospects of cotton culture in California, also pub 
lished in the tenth census report, plantings es(i 
n'ialed nt 1500 to 2000 acres nre snid to have beei 
.made in Merced county in 1873, nnd in that year i 
firm of Merced county growers mmle an export 
shipment of 22,88(5 pounds of cotton to Liverpool 
This seems to have marked the climax of the earlj 
efforts, but areas of 350 to 500 acres continued tc 
be planted in the next decade, or possibly later 
though no cotton was returned from California ii 
the eleventh census, that for 1800. 


"Hilgnrd shows thnt cotton had begun to nttract 


attention in California as far back us 1S5(], when 
a premium of ?75 wns offered by the Stnte Agri- 
cultural Society for Hie best: nere of cotton, "in 
3SC2 the State legislature offered an aggregate of 
§((500 iu premiums for cotton in lots of 100 bales, 
the*best lot to be rewarded with §3000, but the 
prizes remained unclaimed until 18G5, when the 
-SyOOO wa.s paid to a farmer in Los Angeles county 
who raised 108 acres, the yield not being stated. 
The counties from which successful plantings were 
reported iu the early period nre Butte, Colusa, 
"Fresno, Kern, Lake, Los Angeles, -Merced, Sacra- 
mento, San Diego, Santa Barbara. Shasta, Sutler, 
Tulurc and Yolo. 
Oilier counties supposed 
to 


afford conditions favorable for cotton were Nnpa, 
Sonoma nnd Tchama." 


Natural conditions of soil and climate very favor- 


able for cotton culture have been found in most of 
the interior valleys of this Slate, as has been shown 
in recent years by experiments with different kinds 
of cotton, studied at several points representing the 
general range of climatic conditions—from Red 
Bluff, Chico, MarysvilJe, Davis, Stockton, Dos 
Palos, Exeter, Semitropic and Bakcrsficld. 
The 


result of these experimental plantings has been to 
leave, no doubt that cotton is able to make normal 
growth and mature good crops in ihe warmer dis- 


'* tricts of the interior valleys, thnt is, iu tho northern 


part of the Sacramento valley and the southern part 
of the San Jonquin. California cotton growing and 
cotton manufactures are steadily gaining an im- 
portant position in the'industries of the West. 


I'KOTECTTNG THEIR GRAMMAR. 


The State Association of Architects have, from 
?ir viewpoint at least, planned well in designing 


Assembly Hill No. 112G, which lias been introduced 
in tho legislature with the object of increasing the 
architect's importance. 
It purposes to create a 


State board of architecture in whose keeping "will 
be the project to make all construction in the State 
subject to the dictation of the architects' com- 
munity. 
U; greatly extends the powers of the 


existing laws. 


Bui tho new bill does not stop at aiming to con" 


trol the const ruction of every building, from a cow 
barn Co a hotel skyscraper, and at fortifying (he 
architectural system in its present strongly en- 
trenched position. 
It includes a section which 


guarantees the architects against any mistakes of 
grammar and careless English. It is to this section 
we. invite attention. 


"Sec. 4. For the purpose of this act, unless it 


should be apparent from their context that they 
Have a different meaning, words used in the singu- 
lar include the plural, and the plural, the singular"; 
words used in the present tense include the future; 
words used in the masculine gender include the 
feminine, and Lhe feminine, the masculine; and 
'shall' as used shall bo deemed to be mandatory. 
Thcjboard' .shall he deemed to be the State board of 
architecture as organized under this act. A 'struc- 
tural engineer' shall be deemed to be a person who 
has been engaged in the study of mathematics, 
strength of materials and allied subjects as applied 
to the computation of the stresses and strains in 
the structural features, of a buil'diug and who is 
qualified thereby and by-practical experience to de- 
sirrn, specify, and superintend or supervise such 
structural work of buildings, and who is engaged 
in such operations as a vocation." 


Thus if the designer of this law has inadvertently 


used the wrong word in any pa'rt of. his extremely 
technical structure he will not suffer by it- There 
is no chance for ambiguity, no danger of an open 
vent: whereby the victim of the ambition to supervise 
may escape.

As a mailer of fact, 
there is not a chance in the world for 
half of the poiiltrymen to get through 
the year with their stock. Instead of 
receiving sympathy and help from The 
TRIBUNE we are accused of holding 
up the prices.

yourself. 
It costs in normal times 


$1.25 to $1.50 per year to keep a hen. 
The average production is ten. to 
eleven dozen eggs per year per hen. 
The average price for the year would 
be perhaps 35 cents, but this cannot 
be taken, as the hens do not lay in 
the winter or when moulting In the 
fall to any extent. The price of_feed 
of all kinds is 100 per cent over what 
It was one year ago today, and the 
price was then above normal. 
If it

' Mount Rainier; 01- natural 
curiosities, such as the gey»«rs of t'he 
Yellowstone and the giant trees of the 
Sequoia and General Grant parks; or the 
records of past ages, such as the ruins 
of prehistoric races of the Mesa. Verde,

Government In order -that they might be 
preserved, not only for us of Cie present 
generation, but' for those of. all genera- 
tions to oome. 


The flrst- such -national park to b« 
created was the Tellowstone, 
in 1872. 
This was followed by the creation of the 
Tosemitd National Park, 
In 1890, and 
since that time fifteen other 
such 
reservations have been made, the lost be- 
ing that designated an the Mt. McKlnley 
National Park, In Alaska, which waa 
created during the last session of .Con- 
gress. A bill Is now before 
Congress 


providing for the creation of the Grand 
Canyon National Park, In Arizona, which, 
If passed, will bring' the total of th» na- 
tional parks to 18.

* Although, as stated, national 
parks 
have been known slncg 1872, It was not 
until 1916 that the problem of their de- 
velopment as playgrounds for the people 
was given serious consideration, or that 


. an organized effort was made to bring 


them under one bureau where they could 
be adjninlsterod i as 
one organization 
rather than aa a number \ of separate 
units, a» had previously -been the case. 
This Impetus towards a unit organization 
was Inaugurated principally by Hon. 
Stephen T. Mather, upon whom, as as- 
sistant to the Secretary of the Interior, 
fell tho burden of administering the. na-- 
tional parks. . His personal efforts, to- 
pether with the campaign of publicity 
carried on throughout the country under 
his direction, resulted. In the passage, last 
August, by Congress, of a bill creating 
the National Park Service as a separate 
bureau In the Department of the Interior. 
This bureau is now In process of organ- 
ization and Its personnel tvUl be made 
public in the near future. 


That the interest in national . parks 


Mid their development Is nation wide was 
proven by the attendance of some 10 O'OO 
beople at the National Parks Conference 
held In the National Capital during the 
first week, In January.

War Against War' Is Urged 


German Masses Cry For Peace 


That the strikes among the muni- 


tion workers in Berlin, Magdeburg 
and Essen are probably due to the 
propaganda of the more radical Social- 
ists of Germany, and that they are 
political 
rather 
than 
economic 
in 


nature. Is the belief o£ radicals in.the 
United States who have kept in close 
touch with the internal politics of 
Germany through smuggled communi- 
cations. A letter, now being circulated 
widely In this country, .from Karl L-leb- 
knecht, 
the 
distinguished 
Socialist 


parliamentarian, forecasts the present 
situation In an analysis of the political 
situation and a call for a determined 
war against war- 
Socialists in Germany are divided 


into a right wing and a left wing, the 
latter the more radical in Its ideas. 
The left wing consists of the Lieb- 
knecht group (including among the 
parliamentary group only Rue-le) and 
outside of that group such fearless 
leaders as Rosa Luxembourg, IClara 
Zetkin, Pannekoek (now in Holland) 
and Mehring. Between this left wing 
and th'o right wing ia a middle group 
of eighteen representatives in parlia- 
ment, generally called the "Haase- 
Ledebour group." This group voted 
on December 21, 1915, against 
the 


fifth war credit and again on March 
24, 1916, against another special war 
budget. 


EXPLAIN ACTION. 


At the time of these adverse votes 


the group explained that their action 
was taken on account of the favorable 
military situation of Germany, which 
was not in danger of invasion. This 
was regarded by the other Socialists 
ns a direct playing Into the hands of 
the French government by strength- 
ening the French Socialists in their 
support of n capitalist government— 
their country being Invaded. The vote 
on March 24, 1916, caused a formal 
uproar in the Reichstag, in which the 
right wing Socialists participated. As 
a result the Haase-Ledebour group, 
also known as the. "Arbelts gemeln- 
shaft," was expelled from the official 
parliamentary Socialist caucus. This 
caused a sensation • among German 
workers and led them to believe that 
the Haase-Lcdebour group could be 
relied upon as left wing radicals. 


Karl Llenknecht's letter^, smuggled 


out of Germany by way of Holland, 
condemns the tactics of the middle- 
group in no uncertain terms, 'it reads 
In part .'us follows: . 
, 
"What Is the meaning of March 24? 
A true opinion can bo formed only In 


connection with the general situation. 
The new 'Arbeits gemeinshaft' are the 
same eighteen, the 'neither flesh nor 
fish' policy of whom proved a failure 
in December and again in the sub- 
marine issue of March 22 and again 
in the discussions of March 23. 
Could 


you expect the lambs of yesterday to 
have become all of a sudden lions? 


"Just 
now 
the 
so-called 
'loose 


leaflets' are published by comrades 
affiliated with the group..of eighteen. 
These loaflets do not. even .mention 
the important fundamental problems 
which arc at stake. 
Direct'taxes in- 


stead of indirect ones is, about the 
highest wisdom of the program on 
taxation of the eighte-en in the midst 
of the world war. They do not even 
see that direct taxes can as well be 
saddled upon the masses and that the 
decision as to what part of the- burden 
will rest on each class is finally a 
problem of political power and not of 
tax reform.

offices in Oakland has related his exper- 
ience in attempting to rent for himself 
a7 house of seven rooms in a fairly desir- 
able location at a monthly rental of 545. 


Ho looked at a great many places for 


two or three months, but could not locate 
a, single suitable house. 
The rent for 


come was too high; others were attractive 
and satisfactory in size, but poorly lo- 
cated; others nicely located but old and 
otherwise unsuitable. In spite of the fact 
that he had several of-the big offices 
assisting him in finding a place, he was 
•unable' to do so.and was forced to pur- 
chase a .home In the lake'district. One 
•would naturally be of the opinion that 
«. realty man could at least find a house 
to rent for himself and, since he was 
•unable, to do so, it is very conclusively 
proved that people are coming here in 
great numbers from every corner of the 
nation.

and aomo of tho modern Oakland office 
structures, this building would hardly be 
recognized as a "sky scraper," 
but In 


the day that the old Wilcox Block on tho 
southwest corner of Broadway and Ninth 
street was built It wns one of the won- 
ders of Oakland. It was the first three- 
story building- built in Oakland, and for 
a long while It towered above a lot of 
one-story shacks that lined Broadway 
near that point. 


But being tlie first sky scrapor;of Oak-

Se-ntences to prison and hard labor 


are few. 
It is considered absurd to 


lodge in prison rugged soldiers whose 
misdeeds would thus have the effect 
of relieving them from fighting while 
well-behaved soldiers are risking their 
lives. That is why military jurisdic- . 
tlon at the front has become essen- 
tially a jurisdiction of honor. 


The changed conditions of warfare 


have developed situations to which old 
martial laws are not adaptable. 
A 


much-disputed point is: When has an 
infraction of discipline or 
a 
crime 


been committed "in the presence of 
the enemy," an aggravating circum- 
stance under military jurisprudence. 
In trench warfare the old definitions 
of "presence of the enemy" have be- 
come obsolete; great latitude Is now 
given for leniency on this point and 
it is exercised in all but the most 
flagrant cases. 


"Under the old martial laws the sus- 


pension of sentences for first offenses 
was not .obligatory but -was simply a

citizen Eoldiory to BOTVO tho govern- 
ment and rally to tho colors in tho 
Spanish-American war, today wired 
President Woodrow "Wilson urging unl- 
vcrsnJ military service. Tho volunteers j 
held a mooting for tho express pur- 
pose of sotting forth tholr loyalty nnd 
devotion to the nation. Tho first Cali- 
fornia Volunteers was disbanded after 
the war. Tho complete messago is as 
follows: 


"Woodrow Wilson, President of the 


United States, Washington, D. C.: 


"Tho survivors of the First Regi- 


ment of California Volunteers, which 
sorvod In the Philippines In 1S98 and 
1S9H, assembled hero today, feol It 
their duty to urge the necessity of the 
pnssaL'o of tho universal military serv- 
ice law- Wo who, nearly twenty years 
ago, responded to the call of the1 na- 
tion- In arms, know well the failure of 
volunteering' adequately to represent 
the American people. 


"Tho crisis now calls every service- 


able man to tho country's aid, and 
wo of our free will, who joined tho 
nrmod forces in a much lesser war, 
see 
pressing 
demand 
for universal 


service.
